The theory oi tho dry ^ones of the 


gloop propounded by Prof Gtiyot before 
tli« National Academy of SCIPIIUJ is of 
gieat importance in modern ilimat- 
ology 
These /ones extend, though 


vuth" very marked gaps, around the 
earth between the twenty-eighth ami 
thirtieth parallels, in both hermspheies. 
\ccording to Piof Gujot, the cause of 
those dry areas near tho tropics is to bo 
found in tho fact that in them the pieva 
len< o of descending currents is very 
decided, and the dry upper trade winds, 
Wowing from tropical to extra tropic vl 
Utitudes, no know, are constantly Uk 
ing up much of the moisture in the-^p 
rones Meteorological observations show

Make two small bags that will 


reach from ear to ear and fill them 
with ashes and salt, dip them in hot 
water and wring them out so they 
will not drip, and apply them to the 
throat; cover up the whole with a 
flannel cloth and change them as of- , ,., , 
ten as they become cool until the mar 
throat becomes irritated, near blis- j all, 
tering. For children it is necessary | u,n 
to put flannel cloths between the 
ashes and the throat to prevent blis- 
tering. When the ashes have been 
on a sufficient time take a wet flan 
nel cloth and rub it with castile soap j 
until it is covered with a thick luth j 
er; dip it in hot water and apply to 
the throat and change a-> they cool. 
At the same time use a gargle, made 
of one teaspoonful of cayenne pep- 
per, one of salt, one of molasses, in 
a teacnpfol of hot water and whra 
cool add one-fourth as much cider 
vinegar, and gargle every fifteen 
minutes until the patient requires 
sleep. A gargle made of castile 
soap is good to be used part of the 
time.

The first witness who testified was Ab- 


diel T. Risley, father of the dead girl 
He has lived in Decatur since 1857 : had 
known Wheeler for about 18 months; he 
took Estella to Wheeler's office in June 
last to secure treatment for her for nasal 
catarrh; found Estella quite sick at home 
on Sept. 26th ; seemed to be iu great pain; 
saw Wheeler the next day; he said E«tel- 
la was troubled with inflammation of 
stomach and bowels. Wheeler treated 
her. She died on October 10th. Witness 
said that Dr. Wheeler advised against 
holding u post mortem examination, but 
the examination was held 42 hoars after 
Estella's death, by Drs. Walston and 
Bumstead, iu the presence of Wheeler, 
the witness, his two aons and Mr. Loring. 
The witness apoke of two letters that 
Wheeler said he had in his possession, 
but he had not seeu them. The witness 
was questioned by Mr. Johns and cross- 
examined closely by Mr. Buckingham, 
one of tho counsel for the defense. Ou 
tho cross-examination 'witness testified 
that the undertaker assisted in caring for 
the body on the evening of the death of 
Estella. 


This morning Mrs. George V. Loring, 


sister of the deceased, was the first witness 
placed upon the stand. She attended her 
sister during her illness and told about 
her pains and treatment so far as she 
knew. Tho substance of her testimony 
wns given in these columns after the in- 
quest was held. On the cross examina- 
tion tho witness and Mr. Buckingham had 
many sharp words. 


Tno next witness wns I1'. C. Darnm, who 


was employed at Korsmyer <t O'Neill's 
gunsmith shop last Septemlxjr. He sta- 
ted that he made n peculiar-looking in- 
Htruinent to order for Dr. Wheeler and 
delivered it to the doctor oil the 20th day 
of September. The instrument in pos- 
session of tho prosecution was identified 
by tho witncps as tho one he made. This 
instrument was found in the ofllce of tho 
prisoner after his arrest. 


Mrs. Henry Stallbrd was called by tho 


People. She was asked a question, and 
on the defense entering an objection, 
Judge Smith ordered the jury to retire. 
After tho jury had retired, tho witness 
stated that on the third of October, seven 
days before tho death, she hsJ called on 
Estella and had a talk with her. Estella 
told witness that she couldn't live and 
would die soon; that she didn't want to 
live, because a girl without character had 
nothing to live for. Witness chided Es- 
tella aud told her she was young ond that 
theio WHS a bright future before her. 
Witness saw the girl tho next day aud sho 
was then iu the same frame of mind. Tho 
objection of counsel for the defense to 
this testimony was that under the law it 
could not be admitted as a dying declar- 
ation aud that therefore it was incompe- 
tent. Mr. Johns stated that it was offered 
to show the physical condition of the de- 
censed. Judge Smith, after hearing some 
law points, suggested by Mr. Bucking- 
hiim, decided not to admit the testimony 


</f Mrs. Stafford, and she retired. 


F. W. Willis, n brother-in-law of the 


deceased, testified to a personal knowl- 
edge of tho painful illness of Estella ; that 
he was with her at her home and talked 
with her. She had asked him to shoot 
her to put her out of her misery. On the 
day that Estella died witness said he had 
u conversation with the doctor, iu the 
course of which the latter said he had 
used an instrument upon Estelln, but that 
nhe would get better soon. 


It is probable that about ten dajs or 


two weeks' time will bo consumed in hear- 
ing the testimony of witnesses and argu- 
ments of counsel. The testimony of the 
many resident physicians and thorn* from 
a distance is \et to bo heard.

succulent breakfast delicacies. TUc in- 
crease of the egg trade and its develop- 
ment as one of the industries of the 
country are really remarkable. A jour- 
nal that has instituted careful inquiries 
regarding the matter asserts that the 
business of supplying consumers in this 
city alone now amounts to $18,000,000 
per annum. 
Throughout the Union 


there are oaten S70,oOD,OOU worth of 
eggs each year. 
The improvements 


achieved in imparting permanence to 
that fre-ihneis which is one of the essen- 
tial attributes of the egg to make it 
marketable are certainly ingenious. The 
recently-invented process of crystalliza- 
tion is one of the mo<t curious methods 
of guarding against this blight of taste- 
lessness. 
Hy its agency the natural egg 


is changed into an amber-hued vitreous 
substance, which, while reduced in bulk, 
has imparted to it the property of re- 
maining iu ediblo condition for years 
and resisting the deteriorating effects of 
climate. What is more singular than 
this i.s that when thus treated the eggs 
can be i ransported to any place without 
injury, and can afterward be restored to 
their original condition when <tesirabl« 
by adding the water which has been arti- 
ficially removed from the shell. This sim- 
ple process is called "desiccation," ami 
the principal companies engaged m th is 
preparing eggs are situated in this eiiy 
and St. Louis. It is said that ndihci- 
salt nor extraneous matter i.s employed 
in producing "desiccation." 
Tin1 fg<: 


is merely reduced, by the removal of 
the water, to a consolidated mass ot 
yelk and albumen. Eggs arc also pre- 
served by the process of "liming," and 
thus preserved they may bo utili/ed fur 
every purpose except that of boiling. It 
is a- custom of some unscrupulous deal- 
ers to palm these "limed" eggs off on 
purchasers as "fresh country egg?," ami 
il can he, done with case, and stiecesx. 
In the "desiccating" process such fraud 
is impossible, lor the very suflie.iiMit rea- 
son that an rgg that is tainted, even 
tiioiijj'h it bn ever so slightly, cnn not be
